Confronted  by  a  growing  number  of 
petitions  from  neighbors  of  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  (SFGH)  opposed  to  the 
creation  of  a  residential  permit  parking 
(RPP)  zone  around  the  facility,  support- 
ers of  the  plan  have  concluded  that  only 
block-by-block  participation  seems  fea- 
sible. 

At  the  latest  of  a  series  of  community 
meetings  hosted  by  SFGH's  Community 
Relations  Office  on  Oct.  13,  more  than 
50  neighbors  in  attendance  heard  pro- 
ponents and  opponents  of  RPP  present 
their  cases. 

The  RPP  plan  now  in  effect  in  22  areas 
of  San  Francisco  allow  only  residents  to 
park  iti  thoi^e  areas  for  longer  than  two 
hours  without  penalty.  More  than  90,000 
permits  have  been  issued  city  wide. 

Area  resident  Greer  Hopkin,  speaking 
for  RPP.  stated  that  the  parking  problem 
around  SFGH  will  not  go  away  but  that 
RPP  "will  improve  the  quality  of  our  ■ 
lives."  She  said  she  believes  that  the 
program  "will  decrease  the  number  of 
abandoned  cars  on  our  streets"  and  went 
on  to  point  out  that  "the  program  is  low 
cost  ($21  per  year  per  car)  and  not  man- 
datory". In  addition,  she  said  "there  will 
be  increased  patrolling  of  the  neighbor- 
hood." 

Pat  Howard,  who  lives  on  23rd  St. 
across  from  the  hospital,  stated  flatly 
in  opposing  RPP,  "It  won't  solve  the 
problem."  He  went  on  to  say,  "It  doesn't 
work  around  CCSF  (City  Coilege  of  San 
Francisco);  it  doesn't  work  around  UCSF 
(University  of  California,  San  Francis- 
co)." Howard  feels  the  solution  lies  in 
more  on-site  parking  at  SFGH. 

A  third  point  of  view  was  expressed 
by  another  citizen:  "All  this  discussion 
is  irrelevant  until  the  garage  Is  built". 

The  garage  referred  to  is  to  be  at  the 
site  of  the  old  MUNI  facility  on  the 
block  bounded  by  23rd,  24th,  San  Bruno 
and  Utah  Streets,  where  demolition 
work  has  begun.  Despite  the  develop- 
ment of  a  new  hitch  —  toxic  cleanup 
costs  to  be  more  than  double  those 
originally  estimated  —  hospital  officials 
expect  the  garage  to  be  completed  on 
schedule,  July  1,  1996. 

The  initial  structure  will  provide  more 
than  800  parking  spaces,  with  a  second 
phase  to  add  400  more.  It  will  be  open 
to  the  public  as  well  as  for  SFGH  em- 
ployees, its  effect  on  the  parking 
situation  around  SFGH  is  difficult  to 
predict. 

Other  issues  of  concern  to  neighbors 
of  the  hospital  expressed  at  previous 
community  meetings  are  in  the  proc- 
cess  of  being  addressed  by  the  city,  it 
was  announced.  A  communication 
from  Bond  M.  Yee.  Traffic  Bureau 
Chief  for  the  Dept.  of  Parking  and 
Traffic,  states  that  traffic  lights  on 
Potrero  Ave.  at  I8th.  19th.  20th  and 
21st  Streets  will  shortly  provide 
pedestrians  with  an  additional  3.5 
seconds  to  cross.

Many  of  us  ure  still  in  sliock  about  statewide  polls  showing  Rep.  Michael  liuffington 
ami  (iovernor  Pete  Wilson  pulling  ahead  of  Sen.  Dianne  Feinstein  and  Treasurer  Katli- 
leen  Brown  for  U.S.  Senator  and  CJovernor.  Whether  its  voter  disenchantment  with 
the  Clinton  Administration  or  the  result  of  overcautious  and  lackluster  campaigns  by 
Feinstein  and  Brown,  there  still  remains  the  possibility  that  the  two  could  lose. 

Much  of  the  support  for  the  (JOP  candidates  is  coming  from  rural  counties  and  more 
conservative  Soutlicrn  California.  It's  going  to  lake  the  vole  of  every  concerned  San 
Franciscan  to  ensure  tliut  we  don't  get  four  more  years  of  Pete  Wilson  or  --  unbeliev- 
ably —  six  years  of  Senator  Huffington.  This  one's  far  too  important  to  sit  out:  We 
strongly  urge  a  vote  for  Diannc  Feinstein  and  Kathleen  Brown. 


Say  Yes  to  186; 
'No'  to  184,  187,  188 

Of  alt  the  measures  on  this  year's  state  ballot,  there  is  one  that  the  staff  of  The 
View  recommends  strongly  —  Prop.  I8(i.  the  Single-Payer  Health  Care  Initiative. 
Many  of  us  believe  President  Clinton  stiould  have  advocated  a  Canadian-style  health 
plan  from  the  beginning.  Now,  especially  when  no  universal  health  care  plan  is  on 
the  national  horizon,  passage  of  Prop.  186  is  more  important  than  ever.  Vote  "Yes." 

Three  state  ballot  measures,  however,  deserve  particularly  strong  "No"  votes. 
Prop.  184  is  simply  another  version  of  "Three  Strikes,"  which,  like  its  already  existing 
legislative  companions,  fails  to  distinguish  adequately  between  violent  and  non-violent 
crimes.  Prop.  187  not  only  fans  the  flames  of  anti-immigrant  and  racial  bias  but  it 
could  create  a  far  more  dangerous  health  climate  with  its  short-sighted  provisions. 
And  Prop.  188,  the  tobacco  companies'  smoking  measure,  would  overturn  San  Fran- 
cisco's current  laws  on  smoking.  We  urge  a  strong  "No"  vote  on  Props.  184,  187  and 
188. 


Five  for  the  Board 


In  viewing  tins  year's  crop  of  candidates  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  tlie  View  staff 
looked  at  the  pros  and  cons  of  various  contenders.  .U'ter  considerable  discussion,  wo 
are  recommending  two  non-incumbents  and  three  who  have  been  on  the  Board. 

Challenger  Tom  Ammiano  receives  our  strong  recommendation.  As  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  he  has  been  both  an  enthusiastic  advocate  and  a  consensus 
builder  with  his  fellow  board  members,  lie  supports  many  key  city  issues  and  we  look 
forward  to  his  tenure  on  the  Board.  We  also  believe  labor  attorney  Sylvia  Courtney 
would  be  an  effective  advocate  for  working  people  and  for  progressive  issues. 

Incumbent  Kevin  Shelley  continues  to  advocate  many  issues  of  importance  to  work- 
ing people  and  environmentalists.  Incumbent  Susan  Leal  has  taken  a  key  role  in  speak- 
ing out  against  anti-immig['aril  trends  in  the  city.  And  while  we  continue  to  have 
difficulty  with  some  of  Carole  Migden's  positions  —  especially  when  it  comes  to  the 
rights  of  city  workers  —  she  does  remain  an  intelligent  voice  for  other  issues  of  im- 
portance. 


res'  on  Props  I,  O;  'No'  on  M,  N 

With  two-thirds  of  San  Francisco  residents  renting  their  homes,  we  on  The  View 
have  long  advocated  fair  protections  for  renters.  We  believe  that  Prop.  1  —  which 
extends  rent  control  to  owner-occupied  buildings  and  those  with  four  or  fewer  units 
~  falls  into  that  category.  We  urge  a  "Yes"  vote.  Likewise,  we  believe  it  is  fair  to 
have  a  feasibility  study  on  raising  badly-needed  funds  for  MUNI  through  a  downtown 
assessment  district  —  Prop.  O.  With  congestion  increasing  in  our  city,  there  is  a 
growing  need  for  a  stable  source  of  funds  to  keep  MUNI  safe  and  affordable.  Vote 
"Yes"  on  O.. 

Two  propositions  dealing  with  the  homeless,  however,  earn  our  strong  opposition. 
Prop.  M,  which  prohibits  lying  or  sitting  on  the  sidewalk  is  unnecessary  grandstanding 
by  Mayor  Jordan,  as  laws  on  the  books  already  permit  police  to  arrest  people  for 
blocking  the  sidewalk.  And  Prop.  N.  which  automatically  deducts  funds  from  welfare 
checks  for  assigned  housing,  ignores  the  fact  that  many,  many  welfare  hotels  are 
unsanitary  and  unsafe.  We  urge  a  "No"  vote  on  Prop's.  M  and  N.

SMALL  BUSINESS  PROTECTION  PROPOSED: 

In  the  wake  of  the  Good  Life  Grocery's  rental  problems  with  the  new  owners  of  the 
store's  building  on  18th  St.,  three  San  Francisco  Supervisors  were  proposing  a  new 
ordinance  to  protect  small  businesses.  Supervisors  Harry  Britt,  Nancy  Walker  and 
Doris  Ward  were  working  on  a  measure  that  would  identify  some  businesses  as 
"neighborhood-serving"  (drug  stores,  show  repair  shops,  groceries)  and  protect  them 
by  lease  extensions,  mediation  in  rent  disputes,  and  restricting  any  successors  in 
the  properties  of  such  businesses  to  similar  enterprises. 

CALTRANS  TO  TEST  LIGHTING: 

A  two-night  test  of  new  lighting  for  the  101  freeway  was  planned  by  Caltrans  after 
which  neighbors  were  to  be  asked  to  approve  or  disapprove  the  new  lighting  and  to 
comment.  The  proposed  arrangements  would  use  clusters  of  lights  mounted  on  poles 
on  the  streets  below  the  freeway.  Caltrans  officials  stressed  that  responses  of 
Potrero  Hill  residents  would  be  given  "major  consideration"  in  making  a  final 
decision  about  the  lighting  changes.

Family  Center,  Housing  to  Fill  Potrero  Church  Site

Potrero  Hill  dwellers  who  have  regu- 
larly used  Highways  101  and  280  have 
grown  used  to  the  sight  of  the  large 
brown  shingled  building  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Potrero  Avenue  and  25th  Street. 
It  came  as  a  great  surprise  to  see  a 
large  chunk  taken  out  of  the  building 
one  day  last  month.  Within  a  few  days, 
the  entire  site  had  been  leveled,  both 
the  brown  shingled  community  center 
and  the  adjacent  mustard-colored  church. 

The  demolition  took  place  shortly 
after  the  lOOth  anniversary  of  the  Good 
Samaritan  Family  Resource  Center 
(GSFRC).  which  was  founded  by  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  California  in  1894 
to  provide  services  to  help  low-income 
immigrant  families  stabilize  in  their 
new  country,  develop  self-help  and  self- 
sufficiency  and  become  full  productive 
members  of  society. 

GSFRC's  clientele  changed  as  the  popu- 
lation of  the  Mission  District  changed, 
from  Irish  and  Italian  to  Native  American 
and  Hispanic/Latino.  Today,  approxi- 
mately 95  percent  of  its  clients  are 
Hispanic/Latino  families. 


Both  the  community  center  building 
and  the  church  were  severely  damaged 

in  the  Loma  Prieta  earthquake.  Accord- 
int  to  Kat  Taylor,  president  of  the 
Board  of  GSFRC,  an  engineering  study 
of  the  community  center  performed  by 
Plant  Bros,  showed  that  $500,000  to 
$1  million  would  be  required  just  for 
seismic  repairs,  not  even  counting 
the  costs  of  electrical  and  plumbing 
repairs. 

Since  it  was  determined  that  renova- 
tion would  be  too  expensive,  the  board 
interviewed  experts  on  child  care, 
family  support,  education  and  health 
care,  and  surveyed  200  client  families 
to  determine  the  greatest  needs. 
Housing  was  at  the  top  of  the  list.  It 
was  decided  to  continue  being  a  family 
resource  center,  but  to  focus  on  a 
smaller  group  of  families. 

GSFRC  will  construct  a  free-standing 
13,000  square  foot  family  resource 
center  in  conjunction  with  20  units  of 
iow-income  large-family  housing  on 
the  adjacent  lot.  The  Episcopal 
Diocese  of  California  will  subsidize  the 
project  m  the  form  of  owner  equjty 
participation.  The  housing  will  be  de- 
veloped in  a  joint  venture  with  the 


Mission  Housing  Development  Cor- 
poration. 

There  will  be  16  public  and  private 
agencies  providing  services  at  various 
times  at  the  Center,  including  St. 
Luke's  Neighborhood  Clinic,  the  San 
Francisco  County  Health  Dept.  and  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 


GSFRC  has  been  operating  since  the 
closure  of  the  Potrero  Avenue  site 
from  a  storefront  at  2871-24th  Street, 
under  the  direction  of  Betty  Canton- 
Self. 

Groundbreaking  for  the  new  buildings 
will  be  in  November.  A  small  scale 
model  of  the  project  can  be  seen  in 
the  window  of  the  24th  Street  office.

"Making  Neighborhood  Schools  Work  for 
Potrero  Hill"  was  the  provocative  title  of 
a  lively  panel  discussion  held  at  last 
month's  general  meeting  of  the  Potrero 
Mill  Parents  Assn.  The  speakers  included 
principals  David  Wong  of  Daniel  Webster, 
Sandy  Leigh  of  Alvarado  and  head  teach- 
er Debbie  Fagenbaum  of  S.F.  Community 
School;  also  director  Nina  Yokelson  of 
ilie  Noe  Valley  Co-op  Preschool;  and  a 
parent,  Trish  Hollenberg,  wliose  two 
children  attend  S.F.  Community  School. 

Although  widely  divergent  in  types  of 
programs  as  well  as  strategies  for  parent 
involvement,  tliere  was  absolute  unanim- 
ity among  panelists  on  the  necessity  of 
maximum  parent  participation.  Whatever 
the  kind  of  program  or  subject  material, 
every  speaker  empliasized  the  improve- 
ment in  all  areas  as  parents  began  to  play 
a  more  active  role.  Some  schools  involve 
parents  in  planning  sessions  with  teach- 
ers, and  some  encourage  parents  to  ob-

serve  classes.  Predictably,  the  increesea 
activity  of  their  parents  ultimately  re- 
sults in  greater  motivation  of  the  chilu- 
ren;  and  the  principals  also  report  im- 
proved morale  and  performance  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers.  Wong  cited  a  sig- 
nificant drop  in  the  rate  of  teacher  turn- 
over at  Daniel  Webster  since  these  poli- 
cies were  initiated. 

The  "alternative"  schools  represented 
on  the  panel  (except  for  Daniel  Webster, 
which  is  "traditional")  function  as  "mag- 
net" schools  in  that  they  draw  students 
from  all  areas  of  the  city.  All  are  part 
of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict. 

Fagenbaum  of  the  Community  Alter- 
native School  later  told  The  View  that 
their  current  curriculum  is  based  on  in- 
terdisciplinary "challenge  projects." 
Each  project  lasts  six  to  nine  weeks,  with 
the  group  of  6th  tlirough  8th  graders 
working  on  a  plan  for  a  new  city;  the  3rd 
through  5tli  on  how  to  start  a  business; 
and  kindergarten  through  2nd  on  how  to 
build  a  ramp.  Each  group  gets  a 
lesson  in  multi-age  cooperation  along 
with  its  appropriate  level  of  the  3Rs. 
and  much  more.

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New  Book  from  Potrero's  Jerry  Roberts 
Looks  Behind  Dianne  Feinstein's  Facade

If  for  a  certain  generation's  observers 
of  people  and  fashion,  a  pillbox  hat  and 
Chanel  suit  instantly  evoke  the 
Jackie  Kennedy,  then  at  least  for  San 
Franciscans  of  a  particular  political 
era,  a  highnecked  blouse  tied  with  a 
bow  immediately  brings  to  mind  only 
one  image:  former  Mayor  Dianne  Feins- 
tein  nt  her  most  tightly  controlled. 

In  his  recently  published  "Dianne  Feins- 
tein:  Never  Let  Them  See  You  Cry," 
Potrero  Hill  journalist  Jerry  Roberts 
tries  to  untie  that  bow  and  give  us  a 
glimpse  or  two  of  what  is  behind 
Feinstein's  image  of  virtually  unwavering 
control. 

Primarily  through  Interviews  with 
Feinstein's  two  sisters  (heretofore 
ignored  by  journalists),  Roberts  is  able 
to  sketch  a  portrait  of  Feinstein's  early 
years.  Feinstein's  mother,  Betty  Gold- 
man, suffered  most  of  her  life  with  a 
brain  disorder,  and  exhibited  a  madness 
that,  said  one  sister,  made  her  "scary, 
distant  and  forbidding.  You  never  knew 
what  was  going  to  happen." 

Although  in  chatting  with  The  View 


Roberts  insisted,  "I'm  a  journalist,  not 
a  psychologist,"  he  presents  the  former 
Mayor's  early  years  In  a  way  that  offers 
insightful  readers  the  ability  to  draw  an 
almost  inescapable  conclusion:  Feins- 
tein's personal,  tightly  controlled  style, 
as  well  as  her  penchant  for  mico-manage- 
ment  of  both  her  office  and  her  city, 
were  compensation  for  a  childhood  that 
was  largely  out  of  control. 

It  is  an  insight  that  can  make  more 
sympathetic  to  Feinstein  some  who  might 
have  been  put  off  by  her  style.  But  even 
though  the  book  was  published  just  as 
Feinstein  faces  a  surprisingly  thorny 
re-election  challenge,  it  is  far  from 
being  an  "authorized  biography." 

Although  the  former  Mayor  spent  about 
20  hours  being  interviewed  by  him, 
Roberts  told  Tlie  View  she  repeatedly 
asked  him  to  change  his  mind  about 
writing  the  book,  and  then  tried  to 
convince  him  to  delay  its  publication 
until  after  the  election.  Although  her 
sisters  have  voiced  approving  reactions 
to  the  book,  he  said  as  recently  as  mid- 
October,  Feinstein  said  she  hadn't  read 
it  yet. 

Indeed,  Roberts  notes  In  the  volume 
that  a  longtime  friend  of  Feinstein  had

told  him  that  the  former  Mayor  had 
worked  for  several  years  on  an  autobio- 
graphy, which  went  through  several 
drafts  but  remained  unpublished  because, 
the  friend  said,  "Dianne...  couldn't  talk 
about  the  intimate  things.  She  won't 
let  go  of  those  feelings.  In  fact,  Roberts 
told  The  View,  "About  the  only  time  I 
felt  1  connected  with  her"  was  when 
she  discussed  her  mother  and  when  she 
talked  about  her  second  husband,  the 
late  Dr.  Bertram  Feinstein,  who  died 
just  over  15  years  ago.  "She  still  can't 
discuss  Bert  without  crying,"  Roberts 
said. 

Recently  appointed  the  editor  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chronicle's  editorial 
page,  Roberts  joined  The  Chronicle 
20  years  ago,  just  when  he  moved  to 
Potrero  Hill.  Before  that  Roberts  hud 
been  on  the  staff  of  the  Bay  Guardian 
and  was  an  activist  in  the  1974  strike 
at  the  Guardian.  During  that  strike, 
union  employees  were  replaced  with 
those  who  had  crossed  the  picket  line 
and  subsequently  voted  the  union  out. 

In  both  his  many  years  of  political 
coverage  and  in  writing  the  Feinstein 
book,  Roberts  said  he  "tried  to  put  aside 
my  personal  concerns  about  issues.  But, 
lie  admitted,  living  In  an  active  San 
Francisco  neighborhood  like  Potrero 
Hill,  he  couldn't  help  but  be  aware  of 
conflicts  between  the  Mayor's  Office 
and  many  neighborhoods.  One  of  Feins- 
tein's "greatest  failings,"  Roberts  notes 
in  the  book,  was  the  way  in  which  she 
came  to  be  considered  a  creature  of 
downtown. 

Roberts  admitted  he  was  surprised 
during  his  research  by  reminders  of 
Feinstein's  classic  liberal  pre-Board

of  Supervisors  years,  which  included 
civil  rights  activism,  support  for  some 
growth-limitation  issues  and  close  ties 
with  certain  neighborhood  activists 
such  as  now-Supervisor  Sue  Bierman. 
"Beginning  her  career  as  a  maverick 
outsider,  she  became  a  consummate 
inside  player  in  San  Francisco's  political 
establishment,"  Roberts  note  in  the  book. 

But  perhaps  Robers'  "single  biggest 
surprise"  in  delving  into  Feinstein's 
past  came  when  he  was  told  that  the 
young  Dianne  Goldman  had  once  had  a 
blind  date  with  Quentin  Kopp,  then  a 
young  attorney  from  the  east  coast 
newly-arrived  in  San  Francisco,  but 
later  a  conservative  member  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  the  arch-enemy 
of  Feinstein  and  the  liberal  issues  she 
espoused.  That  date  is  still  quite  fresh 
in  Kopp's  mind,  Roberts  showed.  But  as 
lor  Feinstein  —  she  can't  lemember  that 
date  even  taking  place.
